In an official statement, Ian Curtis remarked 
that "joining the Conservatives will 
mean I can put the residents of Ramsey 
first, working with Conservative District 
Councillor John Palmer to serve our town 
rather than the interests of UKIP. Working 
with the Conservative Group, I will be 
able to achieve things for Ramsey and the 
surrounding villages."

Here is a summary of offences and incidents 
affecting the Warboys and Bury communities, 
reported to police between 15th and 22nd 
February: 

Hill Estate, Bury - In the early afternoon of 15th 
February, police received a report of two men 
in a silver car behaving suspiciously, walking 
around the estate and looking into gardens and 
properties. Police attended, located the vehicle 
and spoke to the two men, who were able to 
account for their presence and behaviour. 
Grenfell Road, Bury - In the morning of 16th 
February, police received a report that road 
works here were causing a potential danger to 
vehicles which were having to share a single lane 
of the road without any traffic control. Police 
liaised with the County Highways Department 
and traffic lights were on site and in operation 
within a couple of hours. 

Station Road, Warboys - Sometime on 17th 
or 18th February, a car left locked overnight on 
its owners driveway was entered and stolen by 
unknown offenders. 

Bury Road - In the early evening of 18th February, 
police received a report that a motorist had filled 
a car with petrol at a filling station but then left, 
making no attempt to pay. 

Old Mill Avenue, Warboys - In the late evening 
of 19th February, police received a report that 
a girl had been approached by a stranger in a 
black car who had asked her if she wanted to 
get into the vehicle. Police searched the area but 
with little information were unable to locate any 
suspicious vehicles or persons. No further details 
are available. 

There were also a number of incidents reported in 
the Ramsey Area for the same period: 

Ramsey Hollow - Between the evenings of 15th 


and 16th February, unknown offenders broke 
into storage sheds at this isolated location by 
forcing the padlocks on the doors. Fishing gear 
from one of the sheds was stolen. 

Ramsey Hollow - Between 18th and 19th 
February, there was a second break-in at three 
storage sheds in the same area as the previous 
burglary. This time locks were removed, powers 
tools and a motor scooter were stolen. There 
were reports of a white Transit van seen behaving 
suspiciously in the area at the time. 

Ramsey Forty Foot - Sometime since the New 
Year, an attempt was made to gain entry to a 
parked caravan by forcing and breaking one of 
its windows. Nothing is thought to have been 
stolen. 

Cricketfield Lane - Between 18th and 19th 
February, an attempt was made to break in to 
a garage used for the storage of grass-cutting 
equipment belonging to the sports field. 
Although the doors were damaged, no items 
were stolen. 

Brands Close - Sometime after midday on 20th 
February, unknown persons have damaged a car 
parked on this residential street by scratching 
along its length from the front passenger door to 
the rear of the vehicle. 

Cricketfield Lane - Between 20th and 21st 
February, further offences were committed 
here, this time consisting of criminal damage 
and vandalism to the sports pavilion. Police are 
investigating reports that the drivers of two mo¬ 
tor-scooters and a car may be involved. 

Hollow Road - During the morning of 20th 
February, police received two reports of hare¬ 
coursing at this location. One report of coursing 
in progress involved three males, a dog and 
a green four-by-four vehicle; a second report 
mentioned three males, three dogs and a silver 
vehicle.

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It all started with a Ghost “Hoot... 


As it turns out, you can come back from a ghost hunt with more than just a spooky 
story. Search for the paranormal, all while picking up a few new skills along the way? 



Alison Seery, recently appointed project leader, can often be found speaking to curious library goers in Ramsey. Looking for more information? Why not drop by and have a chat! 


There is nothing more fulfilling than 
speaking to those with a voice of 
passion, an intimate knowledge of 
their subject and a pride in both 
themselves and their work. 

Emma, who turns 21 this month, has such a 
voice. She is determined, with clear goals and 
a pathway to achieve them. She is obviously 
passionate about her chosen fields, and 
she can show a knowledge that stems from 
animal rescue to engine maintenance. And, 
with a little help from a few friends and the 
Ramsey Neighbourhoods Trust Phoenix 
Project, I have no doubt that she is destined 
to succeed. 

Later this month, Emma will take centre 
stage alongside the team at Cambridge¬ 
shire Ghost Research to run the first of many 
events staged by the Phoenix Project in aid 
of helping local residents gain the skills they 
need to run their own enterprises, or help 
in their search for employment. But we can 
come back to that in a moment. First, I need 
to deal with these ghosts. 

Emma, who first gained an interest in the 
supernatural after her neighbor experienced 
a number of happenings, has been investi¬ 
gating the paranormal for a number of 
years, having been asked to join the team 
at Cambridgeshire Ghost Research. Most 
recently, she helped host a charity event at 
the Ramsey Rural Museum, using the skills 
she picked up from the team to chill three 
separate groups, all of whom reported a 
number of unsettling incidents during the 
night. 

Skeptical? So was I, but Emma's team 
takes just as dim a view as us, working to 
find evidence rather than jumping to any 
conclusions. "You can't ever prove it", says 
Emma, "we cannot ever say that they exist, 
but for us it's about finding the scientific 
evidence". It turns out, the investigators 
themselves are the biggest sceptics of the 
bunch, always questioning what they find 
in a strictly scientific manner before drawing 
any conclusions. As for their home investiga¬ 
tions, the team looks to put homeowners' 
minds to rest. "The main priority is to help 
them", says Emma, "the first thing we do is 
comfort them, and see what we can do to 
help them and support them". 

Their tours, while similar in many respects to 
those run for profit, also allow participants 
a chance to experience ghost hunting 
for themselves, handling equipment that 
usually they would be unable to access, 
including EMF gauge and temperature 
detectors, specifically designed to track 
sudden shifts in ambient heat. Groups on 


these tours are kept strictly apart, requiring 
careful planning but allowing for a far more 
individual experience. "We don't want 
anyone getting any ideas in their heads", 
says Emma. 

What is this all in aid of? The events, they are 
a chance to explore something you wouldn't 
normally have the chance to, and are open 
to any and all. For those who like what they 
see, who want to meet like-minded people 
and develop skills similar to those displayed 
by Emma, there is more. That's where the 
Phoenix project steps in. 

Alison Seery, Ramsey Neighbourhoods Trust 
Project manager, who is the main point of 
contact for the Phoenix Project, Funded 
by LEP Prize Challenge, explained the role 
of the organization. "Our goal is to engage 
adults in something that interested them, 
and from then-on we will be running various 
courses after the event". 

The courses themselves will be designed 
to complement the event, looking into the 
scientific aspect of ghost hunting, while also 


offering advice on business start-up. "If you 
wanted to set up an enterprise", says Alison, 
"then you would have the skills. For example, 
if you wanted to set up a dog walking 
business, you would have the skills, you 
would know the history behind your routes 
and know a little about Ramsey as well" 

The courses, which cover such topics as 
budgeting, business admin, marketing and 
event management, are designed to help 
old and young, inexpedient and expert 
alike, including Emma herself. As Alison 
said, "Emma will be able to support us in 
delivering some of these courses, but will 
also be able to pick up some skills to help 
with her own enterprises". Emma, who is 
considering running either an animal rescue 
or paranormal business, is more than happy 
to be involved. 

She speaks enthusiastically about the skills 
she has gained both from the Ghost Walks 
and from courses similar to those that will be 
attached to the upcoming events. "I can now 
setup events, find locations and send emails 


to get the venue now", Emma tells me "I'd 
definitely recommend it". 

Not into ghosts? Not to worry, there are 
plans in the works for art workshops and 
animal events in the near future.

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Bury Parish 
Council report 


Our February meeting had a full turnout of 
Councillors and five members of the public, 
whose input we seriously appreciate. 
Sargeant Street has been able to find a 
colleague to take over production of the 
regular area e-cops emails and the only 
significant crime has been the cultivation of 
cannabis in a property on Owls End. 

HDC have yet to removethe rubbish dumped 
in Holt Drove as reported last month so it is 
still causing a nuisance. This is likely to be 
garden waste from a neighbouring property 
and if the householder(s) responsible read 
this we would request that they dispose 
of their rubbish properly and not on 
public land. A fly tipper has recently been 
successfully prosecuted by HDC! 

The cemetery is looking in good order 
thanks to the efforts of our handyman, Mr 
Badcock, who continues to do an excellent 
job. It was agreed to extend the gravel path 
to the car park. 

The Chairman presented the proposals for 
traffic calming in Owls End to the Highways 
panel. We await their decision as to whether 
we have been successful with our bid. 
TheClinicsiteon Upwood Road is a significant 
development of 60 houses in Bury; however 
Campbell Buchanan, the developers, 
continue to ignore the village which means 
that we cannot at least offer advice on 
their compliance with the conditions in the 
planning permission. Whilst we are unlikely 
to be consulted on these details we will be 
monitoring the Local Planning Authority's 


portal for new submissions. However the 
demolition is finished, peace has returned 
and we have a new "mountain" in Bury! 
Jeremy Mumford updated the Council of 
his progress with the Bury Neighbourhood 
plan. He has finished his research and will 
now be starting in earnest with the detail of 
the plan. This will involve local consultation 
and I would urge all villagers to respond to 
surveys and questionnaires as this is your 
plan. The Parish Council fully support this 
initiative and will supply 2 members for 
Jeremy's committee which will eventually 
comprise of 6 or 7. He already has a number 
of interested people from our open meeting 
last September but if anyone else would like 
to join this project please contact him. This 
is a long term venture which will require 
many different skills. The plan will define 
the development strategy for our village 
with which planners and developers must 
comply. Ultimately this will mean that we 
will be able to exercise control over local 
developments. In the meantime until the 
plan is approved I would encourage all who 
have an opinion on local planning matters to 
make it known to the planning department 
at HDC, with copy to our parish clerk. 

We always welcome input from villagers 
either in writing to the clerk or at our 
meetings which are held on the first 
Wednesday of the month in Bury village 
hall - the agenda for which is posted on the 
village notice boards. 


MAKE AN INFORMED CHOICE AND 
ASK ‘WHERE’S THE STICKER?’ 


H untingdonshire District Council 
and the Food Standards Agency 
urge you to ask where’s the 
sticker?’ and check the food hygiene 
rating when choosing somewhere to eat. 
If you enjoy eating out, you should know 
that the Food Hygiene Rating Scheme 
(FHRS) makes a real difference in helping 
you to make a good choice. 

When you’re choosing somewhere to 
eat with family and friends, you want to 
know that the business takes food hygiene 
seriously. It’s much harder to change 
your mind once you’ve sat down, and 
no one likes unpleasant surprises when 
eating out, or the social embarrassment 
of finding out the food business has poor 
food hygiene standards with a rating of 
only ‘O’ (urgent improvement necessary) 
‘1’ (major improvement necessary) or ‘2’ 
(improvement necessary). 

Checking the rating first is one of the 
things you should do for peace of mind 
and to help keep your loved ones safe. The 


rating gives you an insight into the places 
you can’t see, like the kitchen. This means 
you can make an informed choice about 
where you eat, leaving you to concentrate 
on the other things that make for an 
enjoyable meal. 

Councillor Roger Harrison, whose 
executive responsibilities include Food 
Safety, said: “To check for the food hygiene 
rating first, look for the green and black 
rating sticker on the window or door. If 
you don’t see one, simply ask an employee 
‘where’s the sticker?’. The Food Hygiene 
Rating Scheme provides information 
about the food hygiene standards found 
by our food safety officers when they 
inspect food outlets to check they are 
meeting food hygiene law. This law is in 
place to protect peoples’ health.” 

You can also check the rating online 
at http://ratings.food.gov.uk. You don’t 
have to settle for poor hygiene standards. 
Make sure the place you choose is taking 
food hygiene seriously.

Green Hearts for Valentine's Day 

As a founding member of The Climate 
Coalition (TCC), a group of over 100 organisa¬ 
tions and over 15 million people working for 
action on climate change, the Wl supported 
the 'For the Love Of.../ campaign. It is a 
campaign which aims to show people that 
climate change is affecting the things in 
their life that they love, such as chocolate, 
bees, and beaches. It asks people to wear 
and share green hearts to show that they 
would like to see action on climate change. 
This Valentine's Day thousands of people, 
including Wl members, across the country 
have stitched, knitted, painted and baked 
beautiful green hearts to show the love for 
all they want to protect. 

Last Valentine's Day green hearts connected 
millions of people and this resulted in an 
historic pledge from the Prime Minister and 
the leaders of the other main parties to take 
action on climate change. Members Sue 
Wallace and Carol Matthews from Ramsey St. 
Mary's Wl crafted the green hearts pictured 
below/here and distributed them at 'Potato 
Day', organised by Cambs Self Sufficiency 
Group at the Commemoration Hall in 
Huntingdon. Other members from this area

Clean for the Queen 

During the 1950's, following a Wl resolution, 
the NFWI called a conference of 26 
interested organisations and the Keep 
Britain Tidy Group was formed. At first the 
new organisation was provided with office 
space at the NFWI Headquarters, though 
later it found its own premises. The Keep 
Britain Tidy charity continues to operate 
today and is working with other organisa¬ 
tions on Clean for the Queen. Keep Britain 
Tidy, Country Life magazine and the Garfield 
Weston Foundation are aiming to create the 
biggest clean-up ever, with the ambition of 
getting one million people engaged with a 
mass action to clean up the country during 
a special clean-up weekend on the 4th, 5th 
and 6th of March. 

You will see Wl members out and about 
litter picking, cleaning and general tidying 
over this weekend to 'spruce-up' the 
environment ready to celebrate the Queens 
90th birthday and to generally improve 
the local environment for the benefit of 
everyone. 

SOS for Honeybees 

The Wl called on the Government to increase 
funding for research into bee health in 2009. 
In 2014 The National Federation of Women's 
Institutes (NFWI) was presented with one of 
the charity sector's top awards, alongside 
campaign partners Friends of the Earth, 
for the Bee Action Plan Campaign. The Wl 
continues to campaign on behalf of the 
humble bee. 

Ramsey St. Mary's Wl - At our February 
meeting Wally Thrale from The Bedfordshire 
Beekeepers Association taught us about 
life in the hive which, in summer, can 
contain more than 50,000 bees. We also 
learned that it takes 20,000 visits by bees 
to flowers to produce a pound of honey 
and that some people find that eating local 
honey throughout the year reduces hay 
fever problems. But most significantly we 
appreciate how essential bees are to the 
pollination of many of our crops making 
them vital to our food supply. 

Next month we welcome the return of our 
favourite chocolatier.

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Rising from the Ashes I Open Evening March 8th 


Ramsey Rotary Club were entertained by 
local business man Paul Jackson, Managing 
Director of Forward Composites, talking 
about his recent rise to fame with winning 
the Hunts Post Business Person of the Year 
2015 award and the building of his fledgling 
business. 

Just like the legendary phoenix, Forward 
Composites was born from the ashes of it's 
predecessor, Lola Composites, Huntingdon 
which went into administration in May 2012. 
After ten months of successful trading whilst 
in administration, Paul, formerly Commercial 
Director at Lola for 18 years, along with 
business partner Ed Collings purchased the 
business on 22 March 2013, the very day that 
it was due to be auctioned off. 

Starting with only one major order, for 16 an 
unmanned aerial vehicle (an aircraft piloted 
by remote control or onboard computers). 
Forward has continued to grow and now 
offers a comprehensive range of engineering 
and manufacturing services. 

The material use are in the main glass and 
carbon fibre the latter being exceedingly 
strong and light. 

The business has grown and developed 
by building long lasting relationships 


with customers in Defence, automotive 
motor sport, which includes concept cars, 
Mercedes engine parts for Lewis Hamiltons 
Formula 1 racing car, and Aerospace-Hybrid 
Air Vehicles, the creators of the Airlander 10 
airship. 

At over 300 ft long, Airlander 10, the world's 
biggest aircraft filled with 1.3million cubic 
feet of helium - enough to fill 15 Olym¬ 
pic-sized swimming pools has lifted off from 
the ground in Britain for the first time - but it 
will not be ready to leave the hangar where 
it is being developed until later this year. 

The Airlander 10, which is a cross between 
an airship and an aeroplane, was originally 
developed as part of a US Army project but 
was scrapped by military bosses. 

It is now being converted in a hangar 
in Cardington, Bedfordshire to provide 
business and leisure flights. 

Unlike traditional airships, the Airlander 10 
has no internal structure but it becomes 
rigid through being filled with helium, at 
just above atmospheric pressure. The very 
latest carbon fibre materials, which are both 
strong and light and produced by Forward 
are used throughout the manufacture of the 
cutting-edge Airlander 10

Budding Enginerers 
Take up the Challenge 



Abbey College was the host for the Rotary 
2016 Technology Tournamant organised by 
Huntingdon Rotary Club. 

The annual all day event saw 21 teams from 
sclools in the local area taking part. 

Students had to assume the roll of a team of 
engineers involved in the design, construc- 
tionand testing of a bridge over a river. The 
bridge had to be built before the entrance 
of a busy port and to be in two sections, 
one permanent and the other to be opened, 
like Tower Bridge, to allow a tall ship to pass 
through. 

The models were constructed on a provided 
baseboard with a supply of cardboard, large 
straws, glue and string. 

Each team had to produce a Portfolio as 
part of their design and planning containing 
all drawings and working sketches, design 
principles and analysis, 
reasons for choosing their final design, 
how the team was organised, how ideas 
were thought of and developed and the 
challenges that had to be overcome. 

A final testing of each bridge was undertaken 
by a team of scrutineers with a model tall 
ship, barge and 1 kg weight to test the 
strength of the bridge structure. The centre 
span bridge had to be capable of supporting 
the 1 Kg weight for 5 seconds. A high level of 


skill and imagination was demonstrated by 
the efforts of the various teams. There were 
three team levels, foundation, intermediate 
and advanced.

An enforcement officer can seize any

Only exemption is if a Vet certifies, in 
writing, that the dog is medically 
unfit for microchipping (in these cir 
cumstances, the owner is given a 
longer time period to comply) 

Breeders MUST microchip their 
puppies BEFORE rehoming 

So why the new law? 

Over 110,000 stray dogs are picked up by 
the police, local authorities and welfare 
charities each year costing the taxpayer 
and the charities over £33 million! Sadly in 
over half these cases, the owners cannot 
be identified and approximately 6000 
dogs are put to sleep as they are not 
suitable for rehoming. 

To combat this problem, the government 
has passed this law which hopes to reunite 
more stray dogs with their owners, relieve 
the burden on the charities and local 
authorities whilst also protecting dog 


welfare by promoting responsible dog 
ownership. 

What is a microchip? 

A microchip is a harmless radio chip about 
the size of a grain of rice. It is injected 
under the skin of your pet in the same 
way as a routine vaccination. Each one is 
coded with a unique number which that 
can be read by a harmless scanner. The 
number is linked on a national database 
with the owners contact details. 

The benefits! 

Like all animal welfare organisations, we 
welcome this change of law. Not only 
will it help us reunite stray pets with their 
owners (which is vitally important in cases 
of emergency) but we also feel it will help 
fight the worrying rise in dog theft.

RECIPE OF THE MONTH 



There is not much in the 
garden at the moment, so 
the recipe this month is 
for a lovely pudding with 
a fresh citrus flavour. It is 
light and fluffy with a runny 
centre. If you like you can 
replace the orange and lime 
with lemons. Serve with 
cream or just by itself. 

INGREDIENTS 

75gm (3oz) softened butter 
3 eggs separated 
175 gm (6oz) caster sugar 
75gm (3oz) self-raising flour 
Grated zest and juice of one orange 


Grated zest and juice of one lemon 
Grated zest and juice of 2 limes 
200ml (7 fl oz) milk 

Baking dish, capacity 3 pints well buttered 

METHOD 

Preheat oven to gas mark 4,180oC 
Beat butter and sugar together until pale - 
either in a food processor or beat in a bowl. 
Beat the egg yolks and whisk them into the 
mixture a bit at a time. Next lightly fold in 
the flour alternating with the citrus juices 
and zest. Then mix in the milk. 

In a clean bowl whisk the egg whites to the 
soft peak stage and fold into the mixture. 

It may look a little curdled at this stage but 
don’t worry. 

Pour the mixture into the buttered dish 
and bake for about 50mins. The top should 
be a nice golden brown. 

Any leftovers are good served cold

Bullying in the workplace 


We're looking at grievances this month, and 
some of the most challenging grievances to deal 
with are those concerning bullying complaints. 
So here are some frequently asked questions 
about dealing with complaints about bullying in 
a small business. 

Do I need a bullying policy? 

If you are a very small organisation you may want 
to avoid having too many policies, and our ethos 
is very much about not recommending more 
policies than an employer needs.

It can define what 
bullying and harassment are, and set out clearly 
for staff what kind of behaviour is unacceptable. 
It can also give employees who are feeling bullied 
an informal route to try to resolve the issue, which 
is clearly better than a grievance. 

Someone raised a grievance about 
bullying and doesn't want to work 
with the person during the process... 
The complainant may feel unable to work with 
the person they feel is bullying them while things 
are being investigated, and if this is the case you 
should look at any temporary steps you can take 
to avoid problems. Ordinarily you'd consider 
perhaps changing a reporting line or moving 
either the complainant or the alleged bully to 
another department or room, however in a small 
business this may simply be impractical. You 
should be very careful before suspending the 
alleged bully as this is nota disciplinary procedure 
(yet), but that could be an option, or alternatively 
you could consider allowing the complainant to 
stay at home for a short period while an inves¬ 
tigation takes place and a grievance hearing is 
arranged. In a small business there is unlikely to 
be any need for the investigation to take very 
long, so this should only be for a short time. 

The complainant has gone off with 
stress, should I proceed with the 
grievance? 

Absolutely. This is not uncommon, and clearly 
being bullied at work is very stressful, and if 
someone has got to the stage of raising a formal 
grievance, it is likely they feel somewhat at the 
end of their tether. As with any time someone is 
signed off with stress, you need to take it seriously 
and take whatever steps are necessary to resolve 
any work issues causing or exacerbating the 
stress. So yes proceed with an investigation and a 
grievance hearing. 

After the grievance, I agree that the 
complainant is being bullied, what 
should I do? 

This is likely to be a disciplinary matter, so at 
that point you should invoke your disciplinary 
procedure, putting forward the allegations of 
bullying to the alleged bully and giving him or 
her the opportunity to formally defend him/ 
herself at a hearing, with representation. 

After the grievance I don't agree that 
it was bullying, what should I do? 

You will need to notify the complainant that 


their grievance is not being upheld, and give 
them the right to appeal your decision, however 
obviously the issue does not go away at that 
point. Even if you don't agree that the behaviour 
was bullying, clearly relations are strained and 
difficult which presents a problem. You could 
consider mediation, probably from someone 
external, perhaps your HR consultant if you have 
one, or an experienced professional mediator. 
Alternatively, if it feels appropriate, you could sit 
down with both employees and try to come to 
a constructive understanding to enable them to 
work together in future. 

The complainant refuses to work with 
the alleged bully again, what can I do? 

This problem can arise regardless of the outcome 
of the initial grievance, and unless the behaviour 
was either serious enough to warrant dismissal 
for gross misconduct, or the individual was 
already on a final warning and gets dismissed as 
a result, you will finish a process with two people 
who need to work together. 

If a complainant refuses to work with someone, 
or remains signed off work with stress at the 
prospect of returning to work with the alleged 
bully, you need to ensure you do all you can to 
protect your position and demonstrate that 
you've taken reasonable steps to address the 
issue. You need to show that you have: 

• Taken the complaint seriously and 
investigated properly 

• Followed your grievance procedure 
carefully 

• Taken disciplinary action if appropriate 

• Made clear to the alleged bully what 
behaviour you expect in future 

• Considered or offered some kind of 
mediation, either internal or external 

• Considered redeployment or any 

other possible steps to reduce contact 
between the two members of staff 
As long as you've done those things (and bearing 
in mind that in a small business, it may not be 
possible to redeploy or otherwise limit contact), 
then you've done all you can. If the complainant 
continues to refuse to work with the other 
employee, ultimately they will need to make a 
decision as to whether to stay in their job.

Is your competition 
in pole position?

Competitive athletes know that 
checking out the competition is as 
important as eating right, training 
and assessing their own strengths 
and weaknesses. Businesses that 
want to win have to get their head 
in the game as well. Evaluating and 
identifying your competition reduces 
risk, decreases money spent, clarifies 
necessary resources and saves you 
valuable time. 

Customer demand for quality service and 
product runs high and sometimes blurs the 
lines of competition. Consider your local pizza 
parlours - it does not just compete with other 
pizza parlours, it competes with fast food chains, 
delivery services and other restaurants. Everyone 
is fighting to feed the discerning consumer who 
is looking at price, flavour and convenience. 

To succeed and get the most out of its marketing 
efforts, a company has to first make some critical 
decisions and close the gap on the range of 
competition. It's a mistake to try and be too 
much to too many people. In this marketplace, 
the winners exercise honesty with themselves 
and their customers about what they offer and 
whom they serve. 

Before You Analyse Your 
Competition, Clarify What 
Your Business Does 

• What industries is my business in? 

• What products and services do we offer? 

• What brands are in direct competition with 
mine? 

• Where do we do business? 

• What are our channels of distribution? 

While identifying your competitors can be 
challenging, it doesn't have to be. You can 
break them up into three categories: direct, 
indirect and occasional. 

Direct Competitors 

Direct competitors are the specific brands or 
companies you feel tugging at your customers 
every day. They compete in the same geographic 
area as you do and they market a similar product 


or service. A small hardware store is in direct 
competition with other hardware stores within a 
certain driving distance for customers. 

Indirect Competitors 

Indirect competitors are those that belong to a 
different business category, operate in a more 
remote location but offer a similar service or 
product. The same hardware store mentioned 
above is in indirect competition with a local 
large discount store, a more remote mail order 
catalogue and an online supplier that sell the 
same tools and equipment. 

These competitors may very well be taking 
money and potential customers away from the 
hardware store. 

Occasional Competitors 

Occasional competitors are not to be misun¬ 
derstood as occasionally competing for your 
business. Instead they are to be seen as those 
companies who appeal to a similar interest of 
your customers or clients. 

For example, the hardware store customer 
might purchase from the store with a home 
improvement in mind or they might make a 
purchase with a hobby that requires certain tools 
in mind. 

On the occasion that the customer is purchasing 
home improvement items, other home 
improvement stores can be seen as occasional 
competitors. 

Likewise, when the customer has the occasion 
to spend money on his/her hobby, hobby stores 
would be considered the occasional competitor. 
Once you have a sense of who is vying for 
your customers, you can make more strategic 
decisions about how to appeal to current 
and potential customers. Look at how your 
competitors do business and how you capitalize 
upon their methods. Analysing the situation 
gives you a leg up on the competition and you 
can use the information to make sure you're the 
obvious choice to consumers.

Electioneering 

Is he worried about the campaign to come? 
I point out that his opponent, Lisa Duffy, 
received close to a thousand votes more 
than her nearest rivals during the town 
council elections last year, giving her the 
widest margin of victory in a local parish or 
town election. "That's the only thing that 
concerns me", admits Ian, "but if I don't win I 
don't win, I'll just give it my best shot. I know 
I'll get some support from the conservative 
councillors, which I know I wouldn't from 
UKIP". 

Ian is remaining strong in his convictions, 
and is certain that he can do more for the 
town with the Conservatives that he could 
accomplish with UKIP. His positions may 
not have changed, he still believed Britain 
should leave the EU, but on a local level he 
is determined to do everything he can to see 
his constituents are represented. With this 
move, there can be no doubt. The election 
cycle has begun. 


PROMISES, PARTIES AND PARISHIONERS 

We ask Ian Curtis why he is switching parties in time for the next election

Ian Curtis has been a key local figure for the 
North-West Cambridgeshire UKIP group for 
a number of years. Chairman of the local 
branch for around five years, he featured 
prominently in the national press when UKIP 
first won a town council majority, being cited 
by The Independent as a prime case study. 
However, after several unhappy months 
as a UKIP councillor, he has responded to a 
determined campaign by the Conservative 
party and agreed to stand as their candidate 
in the upcoming Ramsey District Council 
election. 

A local family man, when I first begin 
speaking to Ian in his home just off the town 
centre, he admits it was a hard decision to 
make. "They wanted me to make a decision 
originally in a couple of days", he tells me, 
"but I wasn't happy with that". Having 
already assured his wife that, having lost his 
seat to Conservative John Palmer last year, 
they might move away and retire, he was 
reluctant to throw his hat back into the ring. 
"I wanted to go away for a couple of days, talk 
to my wife and a few people that I trusted". 
The result, he's back on the wagon and on 
the campaign trail again. Why was he ready 
to change? "Events locally and nationally 
have got me to the stage now where I am 
ready to make a change" he says, "I think 
they [UKIP] have their priorities wrong". 
Want to know how, and why? Read on. 

A national issue 

Problems with the party had been growing 
for some time, as Ian admits part of his 
reasoning lies with UKIP tactics during 
their national election campaign. "I wasn't 
happy with what was put our last year 


about Shailesh Vara, namely that he "was 
a London based MP who does nothing 
for his constituency. That's not true." "He 
helped my wife with something personally, 
and I have always spoken well of him, and 
I will not have these things said if they are 
not true". Despite pressure to campaign in 
such a manner, Ian maintains that he ran 
a "gentleman's campaign" against John 
Palmer in the same election cycle, and 
would run the same clean campaign in the 
race to come. 

"I'm not happy about Peter [Reeve] standing 
in Peterborough", says Ian, "because I don't 
see how he could possibly be a Peterborough 
City Councillor, a County Councillor, a 
District Councillor and a Town Councillor". 
"He can't do the jobs he's doing now!" he 
exclaimed, citing numerous attempts at 
contacting Peter Reeve and his team and 
being entirely unable to reach him, or even 
receive a response. 

Ian had informed the group by the time we 
sat down, just a few days after the original 
release went to press. "I wanted to let them 
know before it went to the press, but even I 
couldn't get an answer, so I told them that if 
[Peter] was going to stand in Peterborough 
then I would walk away, and I have". 

Local problems 

However, Ian's heart still lies with his 
constituents in Ramsey, and he feels that 
some members of the UKIP team are not 
as locally focused as they could be. "I've 
become a little disenchanted with the 
support you get from your local councillors", 
he says, citing problems he has had with 
campaigning in the past. "To me, [the branch]

is not been run as it should be. Something 
that really annoyed me was that, when you 
held a branch meeting, the local councillors 
wouldn't turn up" Ian also mentions several 
councillors may be considering standing as 
independents or conservatives, prompting 
the question as to whether or not this is a 
wider problem, or part of a national decline 
in the support for what is still a fledgling 
political party. "I don't think so", he says, but 
admits that the signs are troubling. 

This is not to say there are not members of 
the group who are not doing all they can. 
He cites Town Councillor Robert Brown as a 
strong community servant, and speaks very 
highly of the work Ken Churchill is doing 
in the district council. However, he takes a 
more pragmatic approach when it comes to 
his home district. "I can't see how UKIP can 
get anything done for Ramsey. If you are part 


of a bigger group, such 
as the conservatives, we 
can try and bring some money into Ramsey." 
Does this mean he is a true convert? It seems 
not, as Ian tells me he will stick to the same 
convictions that originally drew him to the 
United Kingdom Independence Party. "I 
certainly won't vote for everything they 
want me to vote for.", he says, "If I don't agree 
with it, or more importantly if I don't think 
the people around here won't agree with it, 
then I won't vote for it". 

"At the end of the day, this is something I feel 
quite strongly about. If you get elected, you 
have to represent the people. The people 
have voted for you because they think they 
can trust you to do what they want you to 
do, and if you haven't got that trust then it's 
quite pointless", he says, "if you make them 
some promises, you have to follow through". 

A former mayor 

Of course, his party switch could have 
an impact on his current role as a Town 
councillor. Having stepped down as mayor 
last year, he still holds an important position 
within the council; will this decision impact 
his standing there? "No, I don't think so", he 
emphatically responds, going as far as to 
suggest politics should have very little to do 
with the role. "I've always said I don't think 
the town council should be political. UKIP 
helped make the council political, which is 
absolutely ridiculous I think." 

In fact, Ian was one of those holding UKIP 
back from running too many council 
candidates in elections, to preserve the 
democratic principles upon which the 
council is based. "The first time, I persuaded 
them to drop three names", he says, "there 
are some longstanding councillors which I 
consider to be really good, and I'm pleased 
that we get to draw on their experience. 
Those sort of people are the people you 
need."

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A very common concern... 
What to do with an ACL rupture

This month I'm taking a little sojourn away 
from overuse injuries and focusing on 
something that is much more prevalent in 
team sports. Anterior Cruciate Ligament 
(ACL) rupture is an increasingly common 
knee injury in sports such as football and 
rugby that require a lot of twisting and 
turning at speed.

There is a higher incidence of ACL injury 
among female athletes but is still one 
of the most commonly seen traumatic 
injuries in male sports as well. They tend to 
present with immediate pain and significant 
swelling, and can show a visible laxity of the 
knee joint. 


ACL ruptures are caused by a single incident, 
usually a twisting action or landing from a 
jumpthatforcesthekneeto collapse inwards. 
It is an injury that is often accompanied by 
wider damage to the knee, whether that 
be a torn cartilage or injury to additional 
ligaments in the knee, and can leave you out 
of sporting action for over a year even with 
early surgery and dedicated post-surgical 
rehabilitation.

Being a traumatic injury, it is more difficult to 
prevent an ACL rupture than it is to prevent 
overuse injuries, such as the ones I have 
previously written about. There are however 
waysto reducethe riskof injury. Ifweconsider 
that the mechanism of injury involves the 
knee "falling inwards" (ie, internal rotation 
at the hip) it would make sense to ensure 
that you have strong hip external rotators 
(gluteals). It has also been demonstrated 
that ACL's are at higher risk when the knee is 
extended or the quadriceps are contracting, 
which suggests that strengthening your 
hamstrings would be beneficial for which. 
Studies also show that ACL injury is more 
likely to occur if muscles are unprepared or 


excessively fatigued. A thorough warm up 
is therefore very important, as is working to 
your own fitness levels. 

Also of importance is balance training 
and functional muscular control. Current 
evidence demonstrates a lower incidence 
of ACL injury in athletes following balance 
and functional strength training programs; 
the theory being that this improves knee 
stability and the ability of the muscles to 
work effectively during specific movements 
in their sport. The surface that you play your 
sport on has also been hypothesised to 
affect the risk of ACL rupture with astroturf 


pitches and hard grass pitches showing a 
higher correlation with injury.

So in summary, the most effective way to 
reduce your riskof ACL rupture isto train sport 
specific functional movements, improve 
balance and strength of your hamstrings and 
gluteal muscles, keep aerobically fit and stick 
to good old fashioned muddy grass pitches.

Community Roadwatch 
celebrates one year's work 

With speeding still an issue in our local area, 
many citizen-lead groups are picking up 
where they feel the police leave off. Some 
choose to stand by the side of the road, sole 
citizens on a one-man mission to civilize. 
Others join Speedwatch teams, which 
enjoy support from the constabulary and a 
symbiotic relationship with law and order. 
And then there is Community Roadwatch, 
which looks after just about everything else. 
The organization was recently featured 
on Look East, regarding its recent work 
with Mick George, while founder David 
McCandless described a report on BBC 
radio Cambridgeshire on a similar theme as 
having "asked some very good questions 
and extracted some useful feedback and 
opinion from an excellent cross section 
of the community". David, always keen to 
showcase the work of the organization, 
invited us along for another ride-along, to 
see how the organization has developed in 
the last few months. 

A view from inside the car 

Climbing into David's car, which that day 
was parked inconspicuously alongside a 
road in St Mary's, one gathers the impression 
of stepping into a 'roadwatch-mobile'. 
Designed with a specific task in mind, it 
could rival Batman's eponymous vehicle 
with its tech and versatility. 

And this is before we even get to the 
volunteers. David, speed gun in hand, sits 
and watches the traffic, noting anything that 
looks faster than it should (All volunteers 
appear to have picked up an instinct for this, 
as if they can tell 30mph by eye!). Alongside 
him sits a second volunteer, noting the 
speeding cars and jotting down the highest 
speed, which reached over 60mph that 
afternoon. With all hands on deck, even I 
was given a task, counting the northbound 
traffic through, speeding or not, to give an 
indication in the group's religiously collected 
statistics. Finally, a third and final volunteer 
sat alongside me, taking note of any Heavy 
Goods Vehicles (HGVS) regardless of their 
speed. 

This is all in respect of their work with Mick 
George. Having caught a number of Mick 
George's liveried lorries speeding on Local 
Roads, David followed his usual formula. A 
letter was sent to the CEO of the company, 
politely noting the speed of their vehicle 
and asking that this incident be taken under 
advisement. Off the point for a moment, 
David claims this scheme has met with 
almost unanimous approval, with near 80% 
of managers responding in the positive, and 
changes are being made. The group has 
even produced a Covenant (see far right). 
This is no more apparent than with Mick 
George. The man himself called David into 
his office... and offered to help out! Hiring 
the team to provide traffic surveys in line 
with his new safer road initiative. As the 
company's website states: "this includes 


voluntarily extending no drive zones for 
their fleet of vehicles to more local villages, 
introducing 20mph speed limits in high risk 
areas as well as, sponsoring Community 
Roadwatch so the group can monitor HGV 
traffic through more villages across the 
region". For David, this demonstrates the 
co-operation he has come to expect from 
local businesses and national chains. 

Looking to the future 

Having targeted commercial vehicles with 
great success, we asked David what was 
next for his organization. As ever, he was 
ready with a fully of suggestions, although 
he is careful not to expand and step on 
speedwatch's toes. "We do nothing that 
speedwatch does", he informs me, "we 
have taken a step back in speedwatch areas. 
We will still monitor traffic and take down 
speeds, but we will not send out letters 
unless advised to do so by the speedwatch 
leader and parish council, who both receive 
our statistics" 

In terms of Roadwatch, which now has almost 
20volunteersand issupported bycouncillors

in St Ives, David is optimistic about the future, 
particularly with regard to corporate co¬ 
operation. "Mick George has been nothing 
but positive and helpful", he says, "in fact, 
he has offered to buy a lightweight movable 


Speed Indication Device, of a similar model 
used by Peterborough city council, and if it 
is successful in lowering speeds they have 
offered to buy another as a permanent 
fixture if it is deemed to slow down traffic". 
He is also positive about the group's own 
work, saying that "Now that we have 
developed a scheme we are hoping it might 
be useful for others to adopt to address 
their personal problems with speeding and 
we are prepared to help them do that and 
become autonomous". There are also plans 
in the works to take things to the next level, 
incorporating as a Community Interest 
Company to further extend their work. "If 
and when we take this further by becoming 
a CIC, we will offer our services as a mobile 
Pathfinder team that Parishes can call upon 
to gather independent undeterred data for 
their purposes. Hopefully, in time the Police 
will also ask for our help to determine the 
facts about reports of persistent general 
speeding. Evolution is in the best interests of 
the Community." 

In short, we have seen one year of roadwatch, 
and should be prepared to see many, many 
more.

MONTHLY RAMBLE 


1. Start walking along the footpath opposite Upwood Village 
Hall. This leads into Bentley Close, which you should follow 
around to the right. 

2. Walk along the footpath between bungalows no. 7 and 9 (it 
does look like you are walking on their garden) and go 
through the gate. Warning, this can be waterlogged and 
muddy. 

3. Go diagonally across the meadow to the right of the Oak 
trees, through the gap in the hedge. 

4. Go over the wooden bridge and keeping the hedge on your 
right, walk around the edge of the field, down a few steps 
and through a gate, but beware mud and a slippery ditch. 

5. Looking ahead, head straight to the next gate, watching out 
for livestock. 

6. 6. Follow the path right, following the edge of the field, in 
the corner of the field you will come to Ladys wood Deep 
ditch 

7. When going in, turn right, then left, followed by a further 
right which should take you around the pond. 

8. Out follows a similar route, first turning left twice before 
leading out to the right (where the ground may be uneven). 
Main obstacles here are tree roots and overhanging tree 
branches 

9. Retrace your steps once you are out of the wood, across the 
fields and back to the start. 

NOTE: If the walk is very muddy - you can walk down the High 

Street, turn right onto a farm track and follow this track to the
